'of Bunker Hill, the “dawn of the Revo¬ 
lution," fought June 17, 1775. 

! it is a curious fact, writes Alexander 
Corbett In the Boston Globe, that Gen. 
Artemas Ward, American commander 
in chief, did not believe the erection 
‘of the redoubt would spur the British 
'to attack the hill, but feared and pre¬ 
pared for a retaliatory attack on the 
American camp in Cambridge. 

And the 1,000 or more provincials 
who built the redoubt during the night 
of June 16 had no idea that after a 
sleepless night und nearly 12 hours' 
labor of the hardest kind with not a 
drop of water within half a mile, they 
would he called upon to fight one of 
the memorable battles in history. 

They hud been promised that fresh 
troops would relieve them the morn¬ 
ing of Hie 17th. Deep was their con¬ 
sternation when, hungry, thirsty and 
sleepy, and while the British were pre¬ 
paring to cross the river, Colonel Pres¬ 
cott, their commander, on being asked 
to send to Cambridge for the fresh 
troops for their relief, coolly replied: 
"No, boys, only those who built the 
redoubt shall have the honor of de¬ 
fending it.

Hundreds of redcoats had deserted 
to the Americans in the six months 
preceding the buttle of Bunker Hill, 
and even a number of officers had 
written home to England that they 
had no iieart In their work here and 
sympathized with the Americans in 
their stand. 

Even while the Britisli attacking 
line was being formed at the foot of 
Breed’s hill, the correct name of the 
elevation where the battle occurred, 
n dozen or more redcoats made a dash 
to join the Americans. In order to 
stop so serious a menace, General 
Howe, the British commander, had two 
of the deserters who were caught 
hunged to the nearest apple tree as an 
example to the rest. 

No Field Artillery. 

Many modern accounts of the battle 
of Bunker Hill contain references to 
the effect of British and American ar¬ 
tillery fire there, yet Gen. Henry Dear¬ 
born, then a lieutenunt with John 
Stark’s New Hampshire troops, de¬ 
clared that not a shot was fired by

British and Americans in the Revolu¬

France recognized American Inde¬ 
pendence anil sent a large flee! and 
supplies of clothing, arms and muni¬ 
tions of war to their ahi; and Gen.

Howe, finding his supplies al Phila¬ 
delphia threatened, retreated to New 
York, defeating the Americans at Mon- 


Tho British government now pm 
forth a strong effort, to reduce the 
colonies to submission. An army oi 
55,000. including 17,000 German mer¬ 
cenaries (“Hessians”), was sent under 
eomnmnd of Sir William Howe to put 
down this “wicked rebellion.” The thir¬ 
teen colonies adopted constitutions as 
independent and sovereign states. On 
June 7, 1770, Richard Henry Lee of 
Virginia offered a resolution in con¬ 
gress declaring that “the united col¬ 
onies are, and ought to be, free and 
Independent states; that they are ab¬ 
solved from all allegiance to the Brit¬ 
ish crown; and that all political con¬ 
nection between them and the state 
of Great Britain Is, and ought to he.

In 1765 the passing, of an act oi 
parliament for collecting a colonial 
■avenue py stamps caused general in- 
llgnation and led to riots. The first 
Colonial congress, consisting of 28 
delegates representing nine colonies, 
made a statement of grievances and 
q declaration of rights. The stamps 
were destroyed or shipped back to 
England. In 1700 the stamp act was 
repealed, to the great joy of the col¬ 
onists; but the principle of colonial 
taxation was not abandoned and in 
1707 duties were levied on glass, pa¬ 
pers, printers’ colors and tea. Fins 
renewed attempt produced In 1708 
riots in Boston and Gov. Gage was 
furnished with a military force of 700 
to preserve order and enforce the laws. 
In 1773 the duties were repealed ex¬ 
cepting a 3 pence a pound on tea. It 
was now a question of principle, and 
from north to south it. was determined 
that, tins tax should not be paid. Some

Dark Days for Patriots. 

After the evacuation of Boston by 
the British, Gen. Washington, with 
the remains of his army, thinned by 
the hardships of winter* hastened to 
New York. On July 2 Gen. Howe— 
being joined by b!« brother, Admiral 
Lord Howe, and Sir Henry Clinton 
found himself at the head of 35,000 
men; defeated the Americans on Long 
Island Aug. 27, 1770, compelled the 
evacuation of New York and secured 
i.nssesslon of its spacious harbor and

Roclmmbcuu, while Washington hur¬ 
ried from New York. Cornwallis was 
obliged to fortify himself In Yorlitown, 
blockaded by the fleet ot Count de 
Grasse, and besieged by the allied 
army of Americans and French, waited 
for, Sir Henry Clinton to send him 
relief from New York. October 19, 
1781, he was compelled to surrender 
his army of 7,000 men—an event which 
produced such si change of feeling in 
England as to cause the resignation 
of the ministry and the dispatch of 
Gen. Sir Guy Carleton to New York 
with offers of terms of peace. The 
preliminaries were signed at Paris 
Nov. 30, 1782, and on Sept. 3, 1783, 
England concluded peace with France, 
Holland and America. The independ¬ 
ence of each of the several states was 
acknowledged, with a liberal settle¬ 
ment of territorial boundaries. In 
April, 1783, a cessation of hostilities

The vouchers of the quartermaster’s, 
commissary’s, and other departments 
showed that from May 26, 1778, to 
December 31.

31, 1775, to May 16. 1778, a period of 
two months' shorter duration. 

The expense under General Howe 
was £1,079,412; under General Clin¬ 
ton £3,278,429.
